He 
makes, however, a strange slip in stating 
that the shrew-mouse measures only two 
inches and a quarter “ from nose to tip of 
tail.’” Even the pigmy shrew—the little 
animal so familiar to us in Ireland—is 
longer than that, exceeding three inches 
in length; and the common shrew, of 
which Dr. Daglish is speaking, measures 
fully four. Some readers will also be in- 
clined to question his statement that the 
swift, if placed on smooth, level ground, 
is incapable of rising—but, perhaps, Dr. 
Daglish has tried the experiment on 
ground more perfectly smooth and _ level 
than any on which a swift in this country 
is likely. to find itself dumped. On the 
whole the book is one for which nature- 
lovers should’ be thoroughly grateful, and 
in which very few readers will fail to find 
something both interesting and new.

The charm of the historic past attaches} 


@ unique prestige to places atid persons. 
The town with a past—and nowadays so 
may only look to a future—no less 
than the woman with a past, awakens 
interest. It possesses a secret which. 
ome can never quite fathom, a 
knowledge that can only be guessed from 
what remains to us now. Bruges 

this charm above all towns, and treasures 
the secret through the centuries; for 
Bruges is old as the ninth century, and’ 
her name was known when Belgium had 
another title, and Europe a different 
tradition. 

The narrow, winding streets, the houses 
with their pointed gables, and the 
churches with their Gothic turrets and 
all the old beauty of the Middle Ages seem 
to preserve the memory of the past where 
life is most untouched by modern incur- 
sions. This town has an air of arrested 
motion, as though it had fallen asleep and 
was waiting for someone to break the spell 
and free it from enchantment. One can 
almost hear the clatter of horses’ feet on 
the cobbled stones as the deliverer rides 
up to free the town. The present seems 
insignificant here in the face of the build- 
ings which recall old splendours, and, if 
Bruges dreams, her dreams are noble. 

Long ago the town had a famous name 
for commerce and art. In the Middle 
Ages merchants from Bruges were known 
throughout Europe, and her commerce was 
famous even in Flanders. Then kings and 
emperors passed that way and were less 
independent, less rich and less envied than 
the wealthy burgers of Bruges. After the 
sixteenth century, however, Antwerp out- 
rivalled her and slowly the old prosperity 
dwindled and failed till it was lost com- 
pletely. In her days of greatness she 
built monuments which remain as witness 
to what she was, and these are silent pro- 
tests against the neglect of a century. 
In these the spirit of Bruges—large, 
medieval, gracious—conserves its essence. 


THE BELFRY. 


The first object which seizes the imagina- 
tion in Bruges, and the last which 
remains in the memory, is the great Belfry, 
that lifts its crowned head proudly above 
the town. Most Beigian towns possess a 
belfry, but none has a more beautiful 
Gothic monument than Bruges. It rises 
in three main floors, adorned with turrets 
and balustrades, to its octagonal tower, 
whence may be realised the peaceful loveli- 
ness of the old town. At that height one 
feels more than ever removed from. the 
humanity which moves about in the 
grande place below, and one is only 
conscious of the power and vision of the 
workers who planned this mighty 
monument. The Belfry is a living link 
with the past—the voice of Bruges which 
has sounded through the centuries—and 
the sound of the great bells, sonorous and 
sweet, fall through the air like a benedic- 
tion. Feudalism, the Renaissance, and 
all the succeeding stages of history have 
passed around it, but it survives them 
all, 

History haunts the very stones of 
Bruges: for Flanders was once the 
favourite fighting ground of Feudalism 
and her Counts were feudal] lords them- 
selves. In the old Place du Bourg, where 
the most ancient buildings in Bruges still 
stand. one may see the balcony in the 
town hall where the Counts swore fidelity 
to the Commune. Paintings of the history 
of the town hang on the walls inside, and 
a faint breeze of adventure seems to blow 
down the centuries as one reads the names 
which have figured here. Perhaps, the 
most. colourful is that of Charles the 
Bold, who lies buried in the old church of 
Notre Dame. His tempestuous career and 
extraordinary antbition typify the 
picturesque quality of the Middle Ages. 


LINKS WITH ENGLAND, 


One thinks regretfully of the period 
when boundaries were not clearly defined, 
and men took great risks as they drank 
creat draughts of wine. The Renaissance 
has left the ‘‘Chimney of the Frank’’ 
executed in honour of the Emperor 
Charles II. and the Peace of Cambrai 
(1529). The statues of the Emperor, his 
wife, his parents and Francis I. are 
carved thereon, and the whole thing is a 
masterpiece. Foreign royalty often passed 
this way, and there are several links with 
Eng'and. It was in the house of Colard 
Mansion, near the Chapel of the Holy 
Blood (which itself recalls the Crusades 
and preserves. the supposed relic of the 
precious blood brought from Jerusalem by 
one of the early Counts) that Caxton 
learnt to print before he set up press in 
England. Edward IV. was entertained in 
the old Chateau de Grunitus, and Charles 
II. sojourned there for a long while. His 
bust is preserved in the entrance hall of 
the Guild of St. Sebastian, which was 
built by means of his gift. Napoleon also 
passed through the town, and even con- 
tributed to the restoration of the Belfry. 
The picture of his reception hangs in the 
Town Hall. The ghosts of the great haunt 
the old buildings. 

It is not. remarkable that Bruges dreams 
of the past and does not live in the 
present. Her old prosperity has perished, 
but her beauty remains. She wears the 
face of some old beauty in which we can 
still perceive the rare loveliness in the 
lineaments. They call her ‘‘ Bruges la 
Morte ” because life is hardly perceptible 
and the past is dead; yet the town dwells 
with the past, the last outpost of the 
Middle Ages, its faith and its ideals. 
This tranquil stillness is surely old age, 
and, if it be not, one may .cry with 
Shelley : 

“TIow beantiful is death: 
Death and his brother sieep.”

Mr. Rigby himself was a first- 
class marksman, and was one of the team 
which many years ago won the Elcho 
Shield for Ireland, at Bisley. 

A well-known Dublin surgeon told me 
last night that Sir Hugh is one of the 
ablest men in the profession, and withal 
one of the most modest and unassuming. 
He did much valuable work during the 
war as a member of the Board of Con- 
sultants, and he was one of the principal 
operating surgeons.

had stood'as a parliamentary candidate 
for Longford, and had practised at the 
Bar with considerable success. Since his 
appointment to Limerick he has figured in 
a few notable cases, including that of 
Captain Eustace, M.F.H. His return to 
literature after many years absence will be 
generally welcomed.

The Ventry Estate. 


The Ventry estate, which I see has been 
bought by a well-known Devonshire man, 
Captain Paget, who intends to reside 
there, is one of the loveliest spots in 
Kerry. It is quite near Dingle Bay, an 
ideal place for a quiet holiday in a good 
summer, but with neck so narrow that in 
bad weather no vessel can enter. Ventry 
Harbour itself is famous in song and 
story both in Gaelic and English. 

The district gives its name to a title in 
the Irish baronage ereated in 1800. The 
present Baron is the sixth holder of the 
title, and is still very popular among the 
people of the Dingle peninsula. A few 
years ago Lord Ventry experimented on 
the estate with tne growing of New 
Zealand flax, a tall, tough and valuable 
fibre obtained from the leaf of Phornium 
fenaz, or the flax lily, but quite different 
from the common variety we know in Ire- 
land. For some reason or other the ex- 
periment was not a commercial success, 
although Lord Ventry spent a good deal of 
money on it. soe 

_ Burnham Honse, once the family seat, 
is now a training collece under the 
Ministry of Education, which is spending 
£20,000 on an additional new wing. There 
is a splendid drive up to the house, and in 
the extensive grounds I have noticed an 
ogbam stone which, I am told, was found 
in the neiyhbourhood.

It appears that a new profession has 
been evolved in the United States by the 
demands made by wealth reons for 
assistance at Christmas, is new pro- 
fession has been given the expressive title 
of “Christmas Secretary,” and it seems 
that a large number of people find em- 
ployment under the title. The duties 
consist of doing all the clerical and secre- 
tarial work involved in the addressing and 
os Christmas greetings to friends 
and acquaintances, to issuing invitations 
to Christmas festivities, and similar work 
which would distract the private secre- 
tary. 

But, in addition to these extra secre- 
tarial duties, the Christmas secretary has 
to be expert in the selection of presents 
suitable for the many different kinds of 
people upon the employer's list, to know 
just exactly where such presents may be 
secured, and at what price. When the 
list has been completed in consultation 
with the employer, the secretary will 
undertake all the necessary shopping, 
packing, posting, and everything neces- 
sary, even to the stamp-licking. The 
stamp-licking, evidently, is of great im- 
portance, as it is specially mentioned upon 
agen of persons seeking the post. 
The position of ‘ Christmas Recestary" 
is said to have been invented by boys and 

iris, who pay college fees from earnings 
during their college courses, and that the 
fees are often sufficient to defray the cost 
of an entire term.

W hat County Dublin Reads. 


In a recent conversation with Miss 
Roisin Walsh, who is in charge of the 
Carnegie Libraries in County Dublin, I 
was interested to learn that in the out- 
Jying districts of our capital there is a 
steady increase in the number of readers, 
and that the demand for more serious 
literature is growing year by year. 

The first comers to the libraries, she 
told me, seemed to be ignorant of the 
hames of modern authors, and, evidently 
guided by the advice of their parents, de- 
manded the novels of Mrs. Henry Woods 
and other popular writers of her genera- 
tion. Their first timidity having worn 
off, however, they began to select books 
for themselves from among the modern 
authors. County Dublin gives first pre- 
ference to any book by an Irish writer, 
whether his work is history or romance. 
The second preference goes to the novels 
of Joseph Conrad, who is always in circu- 
lation, especially in the north part of the 
county. Detective stories and books of 
adventure come third on the list, while 
the sentimental love stories, so dear to the 
hearts of a past generation, ure dismissed 
by the young realists of to-day as “ too 
mushy.”’

CRICKET AT 
CHRISTMAS 


|MY EXPERIENCES AS A

RICKET in the fierce heat of 108 
ig in the shade on Christmas 
Day! Even the memory of it is strange 
and unreal; but that was how I spent 
last Christmas Day out in the middle of 
the Adelaide ground, getting a century, 
and, when the innings was over, fielding 
out on the boundary, It was terrifically 
hot even for cricket. We wore big sun 
hats, the thinnest of flannels, with the 
shirt open at the neck, and iced drinks 
were brought to us every hour, but they 
did not come quickly enough. 

Many times that day I reflected on the 
strangeness of the scene. How different 
it was from the Christmas I was accus- 
tomed to spending! When I was ag TR 
between the wickets or chasing the bal 
in the out-field I thought of how I should 
have spent the afternoon at home drows- 
ing before the fire, perhaps; how the 
blinds would have been drawn about four 
o’clock as the light failed, and how the 
rest of the long night would have been 
spent in the old-fashioned Christmas 
style. Now it was all sunshine—dazzling 
sunshine, and so hot as to be exhausting 
to the cricketer, at least. 

It was the first time I had played 
cricket on Christmas Day, though I have 
spent several winters away from home. 
You know, wherever an English touring 
team may be—<Australia, South Africa, 
India or the West Indies—we obey custom 
and keep Christmas Day just as if we 
were at home. On this occasion, however, 
I had gone to Australia with my wife to 
fulfil a coaching engagement, and so I had 
to fall in with the plans of the 
Australians. 

Had it been any other day of the year, 
any other holiday, I do not suppose that 
the occasion would have made any impres- 
sion on me. It would have been just an 
ordinary match to be taken in the ordi- 
nary way by the cricketer who depends 
on the game for his livelihood. Yet, to 
the Englishman, Christmas has a special 
significance, and I remember that, though 
I batted well enough to score over a hun- 
dred runs, the whole scheme seemed to be 
wrong and out of tune with the conditions 


we know. 
THE HOME CONTRAST. 


There was another contrast, too, which 
the circumstances compelled me to draw. 
Many a time I have played football on 
Christmas morning. The professional 
cannot avoid that, though it often means 
surrendering the pleasures that the ordi- 
nary person enjoys. When I thought of 
the long journeys home, of the sandwich 
at a railway buffet which would probably 
have to satisfy us, it seemed that cricket, 
after all, was the better game—if one had 
to play at all. 

As I have said, I went to Australia to 
act as coach to the colts of Soath 
Australia, whose headquarters are in 
Adelaide. Many of them were schoolboys 
in their early ‘feens, but all had been 
chosen for special tuition owing to their 
obvious promise. 

Every encouragement is given to the 
young cricketer in Australia. As soon as 
it is noted that a youth has a natural 
aptitude for the game, he is marked out 
for special development. First of all, he 
is invited to go to the nets, and, if he is 
a bowler, one of the star batsmen—a Test 
match player perhaps—will try him out. 
If he is a batsman, he will have to face 
a first-class bowler, and, if it is considered 
that there is a likelihood of his doing 
well, he is put. among the colts. From 
that time he has a definite standing in 
the game, and he is invited to go to the 
nets for instruction two or three nights a 
week. J had charge of these colts, and, 
as they developed, they passed on into the 
Adelaide Club, who run three or four 
teams that play on Saturday afternoons. 


OUR LUNCH. 


It was in one of these colts’ matches, 
which rank as first-class cricket, that l 
played last Christmas Day. Play began 
in the morning, and even then it was so 
hot that we were provided with pieces of 
silk which were fastened insite the hat 
and allowed to hang loose over the neck 
and shoulders. It was necessary that we 
should have some protection from the sun. 

Lunch was a quaint meal to the English- 
man thinking of Christmas at home. 
Under such conditions it would have been 
dangerous to have eaten any but the 
lightest food, but, as a concession to me, 
we were given a little cold turkey. Really 
the lunch consisted of green and fresh 
fruit salads. 

This Christmas finds me in Australia 
again, but with the England team. The 
fixtures, however, have been so arranged 
that there will be no match on Christmas 
Day ,and I expect that we shall spend it 
in Melbourne, where the third Test match 
is to begin four days later. In fact, we 
are to have a full week's rest, and we 
shall spend it as far away from cricket as 
possible. It will be the holidav of the 
tour to us,and we shall go fishing and 
surf-riding and finding other amusements. 

You can always count on there being 
anglers in a cricket team, especially when 
it embraces North Country men; and I 
remember that the fishermen of the team 
of 1924-5 were invited to try their luck in 
waters that were said to be specially 
favourable. We saw them off one night 
with baskets of sandwiches, but, though 
they fished for hours, not one of them got 
a bite. Undismayed, they went again on 
the following night, but with the same 
unfortunate result. 


YULETIDE FEATS. 


Four years ago the first Test maich 
began five days before Christmas Day. 
Of course, it was expected to be over before 
the holiday started, but it proved to be one 
of the longest in the history of the game. 
In fact. at the end of the fifth day, so that 
(Christmas might be observed, there was a 
break, with the resumption on Boxing 
Day. That was truly a ‘‘ Marathon ” 
affair, and, from the English point of 
view, it was disastrous. It was notable, 
however, for tie fact that Herbert Sutcliffe 
obtained a century in his first Test 
match. I remember, too, that there was a 
curiosity in the scoring. In the first 
innings Hobbs made 115 and Sutcliffe 59. 
and in the second innings these scores were 
almost identical, though reversed, Sutcliffe 
scoring 115 and Hobbs 57. 

This match lasted seven days, and four 
days later we had to play the next Test 
at Melbourne, where Sutcliffe obtained 
two mere hundreds, mukine three con- 
secutive Test match centuries. It was a 
wonderful feat of endurance as well as of 
shall; for cricket at this period of the 
year in Australia is a stvonge man’s job. 
Lhe ground Is as hard as concrete, and 
the rattle of the feet. ns players move 
about, can be heard from the ring-side. 

_ Under these conditions players are very 
liable to bhia down with leg and feet 
injuries. I know what it means to chase 
the ball on the edge of the boundary. I 
have been out there for two days, and I 
recall that Clem Hill, in sympathising 
with me, suggested that the England 
captain ought to provide me with a set of 
roller-skates.

Srr.—It was with surprise that I read your 
article criticising the Treaty of Commerce 
and Navigation concluded between the 
Governments of the German Reich and the 
Union of South Africa. The mistaken idea 
seems to be prevalent that England purchases 
Empire produce purely for patésiotic motives. 
When the British housewife buys Irish butter 
she does so because it is the best and 
cheepest, and not because of the fact that it 
is not Danish or Dutch. The success of the 
American motor industry is due to mass pro- 
duction and world-wide markets. With the 
present big increase in the production of wool 
and other produce, we find that the English 
markets, already loaded with Australian wool, 
ofier a very limited sphere for the absorption 
of our own. Therefore, South Africa feels 
that the time has come for the expansion 
of her trades beyond the confines of the 
Empire. 

The whole policy of the present Govern-

Srr,.—A good deal of the blame for the 
decrease in game in the Free State may be 
put down ‘> the Land Commission, In many 
places where they have acquired estates for 
division they have, with those lands, also 
purchased the bogs. They have appointed 
no watchers or caretakers, so far as J] know. 
The consequence is that the estates for 
sporting purposes are every man’sland. They 
are swept by shooting parties in and out of 
season. On one day I saw five different 
parties shooting on bogs owned by the Land 
Commission. The unfortunate birds were 
fired at in and out of range. 
In the hatching season it is common to see 
acres of bog on fire, the fires being probably 
started by some irresponsible parties; and it 
is nobody’s business to see that the fires 
ere checked or put out. If the powers that 
be took the same interest in the shooting 
possibilities of our numerous bogs as they 
do in the fishing, the increase in game would 
be assured—provided that steps were taken 
to destroy the vermin that no one at the 
present time seem to bother about.—Yours,

The principal business in the Free State 
Senate yesterday was the Right Hon. 
Andrew Jameson’s motion referring the 
revision of the Chairman’s and Vice- 
Chairman’s remuneration to a committee. 

Mr. Jameson deprecated any inter- 
ference by the Dail with the salaries of 
senators, and maintained that all pro- 
posals for reduction should come from the 
senators themselves. His motive in regard 
to the remuneration of the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman was prompted by the con- 
sideration that they had not anything like 
the amount of work to do that was per- 
formed by the Speaker and Deputy- 
Speaker of the Dail. 

Sir Thomas LEsmonde considered the 
motion premature, while Dr. Oliver 
Gogarty declared that it was a wrong- 
headed policy. Incidentally, Dr. Gogarty 
referred to Mr. de Valera’s agitation for 
the reduction of salaries, and said that it 
was born in the noddle of a man whose 
policy had cost this country eleven 
millions. 

Labour, as represented by Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, looked wel! ahead. The country, 
he pointed out, had not a reserve of men 
of leisure who could afford the time to 
devote to political affairs, and, therefore, 
some consideration should be given to 
the necessity of making it possible for 
persons to devote a share of their time to 
the bigger question of politics in this 
country if it was desired that parlia- 
mentary institutions should be main- 
tained. The whole question of the future 
governinent of this country was involved in 
the question of salaries. 

A motion that the debate be adjourned 
was carried by 22 votes to 14. 

The Expiring Laws Bill, 1928, passed 
through Committee, a number of Labour 
amendments proposing to delete certain 
acts being withdrawn after Ministerial 
explanation.

THE SENATE IN THE YEARS 
TO COME. 

Mr. T. Westropp Bennett, Chairman, pre- 
sided. . 
'The Right Hon. Andrew JAMESON moved 
the following resolution—‘‘ That the question 
of the revision of the remuneration of the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman be referred to 
a Committee consisting of seven Sene%ors ; 
and that the following be appointed to serve 
on such Committee—Senators Connolly, 
Dowdall, MacLaughlin, Moran, O'Farrell, 
Sears and Jameson.’ i 
Mr. JAMESON said that on the previous 
day Senator Fdrren in a few remarks that 
he made had imputed motives to him in 
bringing forward this motion. He would 
much prefer that the Senator had jeft him 
to state his reasons for bringing the matter 
forward. The Senator was wrong in ris im- 
putations. One of the things that he imputed 
was that the motion was connected with a 
motion in the other House for the reduction 
of the income or salaries of members. He 
seemed to imply that it was part of a com- 
bined move to*reduce, not only the salaries 
of the Chairman and Vice-Chairman, but the 
salaries from top to bottom of the House. 
This was not a fact, because he had not heard 
of the move in the Dail until a few days 
ago when he was in England. 


NOT THE DAIL’S BUSINESS. 
It was only fair to say that he thought 
that such a resolution as was proposed in 
the other House most injudicious—it was 
not right that one House should proceed to 
deal with the salaries of the members of the 
other House. It would cause a good deal of 
iN-feeling and trouble. If the thing was to 
be done that was not the right way to do it. 
The way in which it could be done would 
be that the Senators themselves, and those 
to whom the salaries were of importance 
should be the movers. If, from patriotic 
motives Senators made up their minds that 
salaries ought to come down from them, and 
from them alone, the motion should come, 
As regards the salaries of the Chairman 
and the Vice-Chairman of the Senate, it 
would be remembered that they were fixed 
six years ago, when the Senate was standing 
on its dignity; when members felt that their 
leading otlicers should receive the same seál 
as the Speaker and Deputy-Speaker of the Dail. 
That situation had now disappeared and the 
Senate did not depend upon its reputation for 
honesty on the salaries that were -“- 
'The work of the Senate, although it was 
vastly important, was concentrated, and their 
debates’ never took so long as in the other 
House. The work of their Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman was not anything like that 
of the Speaker and Deputy-Speaker of the 
Dail, and he certainly thought there should 
be some difference in the scale of pay of the 
officers of the two Houses. That view was 
shared by those Senators whom he had con- 
sulted, To leave the salaries as they were 
would leave the Senate open to the taunt 
that they were not looking after the economies 
of the couniry. He thought it wise to put 
on the Senate the responsibility of either 
leaving the salaries as they were or appoint- 
ing a committee to consider the matter. 
Mr. H. 5S. GUINNESS seconded 


motion. 
“ PREMATURE.” 

SIR THOMAS ESMONDE said that he 
took the liberty of suggesting that this parti- 
cular motion, at the present time, was some- 
what premature. Such a motion might be 
discussed in twelve months’ time, or at @ 
future date, when they had had experience 
of the practical working of the new Senate. 
He thought that the work of the Senate was 
much more likely to be increased than to 
be diminished, owing to the very welcome 
addition of representatives of various sections 
hitherto not represented. He imagined that 
the Senate would sit longer hours in future 
and would deal with questions that had not 
been dealt with hitherto. In all probability 
they would have an increasing influence on 
the legislation of the country, which would 
be all to the good. 

Dr. OLIVER GOGARTY said that he was 
opposed to the proposal on the grounds that 
it was a wrotg-headed policy. It attacked 
Wages, and not expenditure. He might be 
taking up an invidious position, but he was 
repared to do so. He and others in that 
buss would accept no salary. It was natur- 
ally invidious that the Senate should insist 
that the salaries be not tampered with, and 
they would be told that the present motion 
dealt only with the reduction of the salaries 
of the Chairman and Vice-Chairman, but he 
would remind them that there was a bill 
tabled, in the Lower House, touching the 
salaries of all senators, That bill was pro- 
moted by a body of men who found that their 
representation in the Senate was receding, 


“ STIFFS AND PENSIONERS.” 

There was no mention at all of a reduction 
of salary while they had in the chair a 
representative of the landlord class, or, what 
was worse, the residuum—all the stiffs and 
pensioners which the British Government had 
left behind, and who were unable to escape 
from the country. If the senators’ salaries 
were reduced so as to prevent senators living 
in that very expensive city and discharging 
their legislative duties, the country would not 
be represented by the people who should 
represent it—namely, the representatives of 
the masses. If the salaries of the Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman were interfered with, there 
was no guarantee whatever that the salaries 
of the other. men in the House would not be 
interfered with to such an extent that it 
would leave the House open to representation 
by stiffs and pensioners with dimming 
memories of a Civil Service that was always 
retrograde or stationary. 

There was another explanation for this 
proposal to reduce salaries.

Fa á in wages 
was false economy, because they would not 
get pus work for bad money. They had an 
exhibition of people who could not naturally 
from their outlook realise that if the Senate 
was made impossible for representation of the 
masses the country would only fall. back into 
the old condition and outlook which was not 
national. 

He was not at one with any economy 
47 that would hit the representation 
of the country. A bill might be brought in 
to the effect that anybody who was in receipt 
of a British pension might serve the Senate 
free. 

Mr. CONNOLLY thought that the proper 
place to discuss the salaries of the Chairman 
and the Vice-Chairman was in the Senate and 
not in Committee. The fundamental view of 
his party was that economy must be prac- 
tised at the head of affairs if the spirit of 
economy was to permeate to the people. It 
was ironical to argue that the dignity of 
Ministers, for instance, could not be main- 
tained on a salary of less than £1,700 a year 
while workers on the Shannon Scheme worked 
64 hours a day for 32s. a week. His, view 
was that the Chairman should be paid a 
salary of round about £750 a year, and that 
he should have charge of private bills. The 
Vice-Chairman should be an honorary official, 
because he was rarely called upon to occupy 
the chair. They could not afford to follow 
Imperialist standards in this country. 

READY FOR A WAR OF WORDS. 

If Senator Gogarty was going to introduce 
questions relating to the civil war they: were 
prepared to meet them. ‘‘I do not propose 
to deal with these matters,” aid Mr. 
Connolly, ‘‘ because 1 do not believe it is in 
the spirit of the Senate; bat if Senator 
Gogarty wants to introduce these things we 
must act accordingly.’ 

Mr. MILROY said that coming at this 
time and in such circumstances the proposal 
had created a good deal of suspicion, The 
introduction of the proposal gave him the 
impression that it was a gesture to placate 
opinion because of what had been proposed 
in the other House. Their salaries were not 
salaries at all, but an allowance for expenses, 
and many have resented the suggestion that 
these expenses were the inducement to elec- 
tion to the Senate. 

Mr. T. JOHNSON, moving an amendment 
that the words “of the revision’ be deleted, 
and also that the names mentioned be 
omitted, said that before this issue was de- 
cided they wotld have to consider the type 
of men or women who, in the future, might 
be called upon to perform the duties of pre- 
siding officer of the Senate. The position 
of inisters, too, would have to be con- 
sidered in the light of the experience of the 
past six years. The country had not a 
reserve of men of leisure who could afford 
the time to devote to public abairs, and, 
therefore, some consideration should be given 
to the necessity for making it possible for 
persons to devote a share of their time to 
the bigger question of politics in this country 
if it was desired that Parliamentary institu- 
tions should be maintained, and that it was 
by these the country should in future be 
governed. 

COUNTRY’S FUTURE INVOLVED. 

The whole question of the future political 
government of this country was involved in 
the question of salaries, and while he would 
like to see a moderate scale of salaries afid 
earnings generally in the higher ranks, one had 
to take into account the requirements of the 
situation. Untrained men could not be 
taken from the bench, from offices or. shops, 
and placed in Government positions unless 
the country was prepared to allow the entire 
control of government to departmental 
officials and give up hope of Parliamentary 
government. A Committee ought not to set 
up with a pre-judgment that there was to be 
a reduction They should be entirely free 
havipg regard to all the circumstances im- 
pinging upon this question. 

Sir WALTER NUGENT appealed to the 
Senate not to tie the hands of any Com- 
mittee that might be set up. 

Mr. M. COMYN said that when he saw 
Mr. Jameson’s motion on paper _ it 
filled him with suspicion. He regarded 
is as a political manoeuvre. He found 
now that it was a motion by a kindly gentle- 
man who for six years had been labouring 
under a sense of anxiety and wrong because 
a Chairman of the Senate was in receipt of 
a salary of £1,750 a year, in addition to a 
a of £4,000. During all that time, 
iowever, Senator Jameson was deterred by 
the basilisk eye of the gentleman who then 
occupied the chair. If Mr. Jameson was 
diffident to move his motion for the last 
six vears, was there no member of his party 
with greater courage to face Mr. Seana 
Campbell—now Lord Glenavy 

The CHAIRMAN said that it would be 
wiser not to allude to the late Chairman. 

Mr. COMYN said that he would say no 
more on that point. 

Continuing, Mr. Comyn said that Mr. 
Jameson had said that the terms of the 
motion and the personnel of the Committee 
had been carefully considered. Was it in 
Kildare street it was considered? If in 
Kildare street, what part of Kildare street 
was it? The governing body of this country, 
he said, was. located in Leinster House, and 
nowhere else, and the personnel of any 
committee that was being set up by the 
Senate must be chosen and selected in 
Leinster House, and nowhere else. His party 
was committed to a general reduction, and 
he would not agree to have a discussion of 
the question of the salary of the Chairman 
or the Vice-Chairman submitted to any com- 
mittee. If the House were to hand over to 
a committee the duty which Senators should 
themselves discharge openly, they would not 
continue to hold the respect of the people. 
He suggested that the best ong was to 
allow the motion to drop until such time as 
the Chairman considered it should again be 
brought forward. 

QUESTION SHELVED. 

Mr. SEARS moved that the debate be 
adjourned. On the broad question of 
salaries, if they looked round they would see 
men in commercial, aes mgm banking and 
local government life who were paid higher 
salaries than were paid to the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman of the Senate. 

Sir THOMAS ESMONDE seconded the 
motion. 

Mr. R. WILSON opposed the adjournment, 
and suggested that the allowances of ordinary 
senators should be included in the motion 
of Senator Jameson. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that it would have 
added more to the dignity of that House if 
they had simply voted on the motion with- 
out all those fulsome orations. If the matter 
was one to be discussed at all it should be 
discussed by a Committee, but he appealed 
to the House to terminate the discussion. 

The motion for the adjournment of the 
question was carried by 22 votes to 14.

Mr. T. JOHNSON (Lab.) moved that Sec- 
tion 1 of the Aliens Restriction (Amendment) 
Bill, 1919, be removed from the operation of 
the bill. He asked if it was proposed to in- 
troduce permanent legislation suitable to this 
country to replace this section, which was a 
war-time measure. He also asked what was 
the exact nature of the reciprocal arrange- 
ments with Great Britain which they were 
told of a year or two ago. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that the result of the passing 
of the motion would be that any quantity 
of aliens could come in and flood the labour 
market in this country. He was surprised 
that a labour leader should cherish the idea 
that aliens should be admitted in the present 
conditions of unemployment in this country. 
So far as the administration of the Act was 
concerned they had examination officers at 
Cobh (Queenstown) and at Moville, who ré- 
yorted as to their conditions, and the 
Ministry decided whether a person was fit 
to enter or not. If it was shown that a 
person was likely to become a public charge, 
or was medically unfit, or of unsound mind, 
he would not be admitted. If a person came 
into this country to deprive an Irishman of 
employment he would be put out. A person 
of the criminal class would not be admitted.

FROM GREAT BRITAIN. 

Mrs. WYSE POWER asked if there was 
any examination of aliens at the boats coming 
from Holyhead and Liverpool. 

Mr. FitaGERALD-KENNEY said that 
there was not, because if a person was 
allowed to land in England he would bo 
allowed to land here and the same applied 
to pone landing here and going to Eng- 
land, and he did not think it was desirable 
that there should be any interference with 
the traffic of people between the two 
countries, especially as more people went 
from here to England for work than came 
here looking for work. 

Mr. COMYN asked if a person landing at 
Dover said he was only passing through Eng- 
land for Ireland “ald. he be excluded here. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY replied that 
the Ministry here would be notified in such 
a case by the authorities at Dover, and if 
the person was undesirable he would not be 
admitted here. 

The amendment was withdrawn.

A notice of motion advocating the non- 
payment of land annuities in the Irish Free 
State was defeated by a large majority at 
the Cork County Council to-day. 

The motion, which was moved by Mr. T. 
Mullins (Fianna Fail T.D.), and seconded 
by Mr. John Barry, sought to declare the 
payment of land annuities to England to be 
illegal and immoral, and prejudicial to the 
financial stability of the country. 

Three amendments were put down to the 
motion, two of which emphasised the in- 
ability of the farming community to meet 
their liabilities owing to the depression, in 
agriculture, but the third, which was in the 
name of Mr. D. LL. O'Gorman, was a direct 
negative, and after a llengthy discussion it 
was carried. 

Mr. O’Gorman’s amendment recalled the 
benefits derived by the Irish people from the 
various Land Acts, which were made work- 
able by the flotation of stock guaranteed by 
the British Government. 

“The holders of those stocks,’’ the reso- 
lution proceeded, ‘‘ wherever resident, are 
entitled to the interest on their. investment— 
namely, the annuities, and we see no objec-. 
tion to its payment through the British 
Government, as agreed to by the Treaty. 


That farmers now find grave difficulties in 
meeting their liabilities is well known to | 
us, but the amount of the annuities has not 
been increased, while farm produce is to-day 
nt least as good a price it is was when 
the annuities were fixed, while the national 
and local taxation, together with the cost 
of living, have all largely increased.

 DE-RATING BILL. 


PROGRESS IN COMMITTEE. 
From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The Prime Minister, during question hour 
in the House of Commons this afternoon, 
stated that the department which was to be 
set up to co-ordinate the various funds to 
provide aid for the distressed mining areas 
would be paid for out of public money. On 
the wider quest‘on, he hoped to make a 
general statement on Monday next. 

The House this evening entered on the task 
of amending the English Local Government 
Bill in Committee. So far there are 47 panes 
of amendments. but with the aid of. the 
guiliotine the Government hopes to get 
through them in the time allotted. 

On Clause 1, which transfers the functions 
of Boards of Guardians to Ceunty Councils 
and County Borough Councils, Mr. Green- 
wood moved to énable local authoritiés “of 
towns of a population of not less than 
20,000 to deal with their own poor-law pro- 
Liems Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s objection 
to this proposal was that de-rating made it 
absolutely essential that financial + ped 
Wility for the poor-law should be spread over 
large areas. On a division the amendment 
was defeated by 218 votes to 131. 

Discussion on the clause ceased at 7.30, 
when, on a division, it was passed by 257 
votes to 144. 

Clause 2, which deals with registration, 
passed through unamended. 

On Clause 5, which refers to administrative 
schemes to be submitted by County Councils 
to the Minister, Mr. G. Hall moved an 
amendment to provide that Urban and Rural 
District Councils should be consulted in the 
preparation of schemes. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain said that he was 
wiiling at a later stage to insert a proviso 
that copies of the schemes should be sub- 
mitted to these bodies for consideration and 
conument, and on this understanding the 
amendment was negatived without a division, 
and the clause was added to the bill. 

Clause 4 was agreed to without a division.

LADY O’BRIEN. 


Lady O’Brien, widow of Lord O'Bhén of 
Kilfenora, a former Lord Chief Justice of 
Ireland, died on Wednesday last at Ovington 
Gardens, London, 8.W., says The Times.

AN ALTERNATIVE GOVERNMENT ? 


It is still a long time, howeyer, before 
the electorate will be called upon to decide 
the matters at issue in the polling booth. 
In the stress and temper of conflict much 
has been said which on reflection may be 
modified, and efforts are being made in 
various quarters to find a “formula” 
acceptable to both sides. The hot-heads 
are expected to cool down, .and it is hoped 
that they will take a broader view of the 
general situation, recognising that 
majorities have their rights as well as 
minorities, and cannot in common fairnéss 
be coerced or intimidated. 

That, in the final analysis, is the policy 
of the reformers; in plain words, it means

COMMISSIONERS SUGGESTED. 


Among these is Sir William Coates, 
Bart., who for the past six years has been 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, and, 
with the possible exception of the Lord 
Mayor, understands the inner working of 
the Corporation more than anyone else. 
At a meeting held in the beginning of the 
week, Sir William, in reviewing the state 
of affairs, said that they were very badly 
off for really good men in the Council, 
and, as responsible people would not come 
forward, the only thing to be done was 
to appoint Commissioners for a period of 
from three te five years.

Mr. J. A. Cross (Cork), the President, 
presided, and there were one hundred and 
twenty present. 


GOOD ROADS. 


THE COST OF THEIR UPKEEP. 


The Chairman proposed the toast oi 
‘“Treland,’’ which was heartily honoured. 

Mr. J. M. O'Sullivan, Minister for Educa- 
tion, responding, said that the toast was the 
toast of the country to which they all owed 
allegiance, and which they all loved, and the 
prosperity of which they were all anxious to 
promote. (Hear, hear.) He did not wish to 
say that the country was out of trouble, or 
that there was not a difficult task before it, 
but there was no country in Europe that had 
not a hard struggle at present: Europe could 
not spend four years on absolute destruction 
without having to pay for it. 

‘Our people,” the Minister declared, ‘' have 
ability and imagination, and possibly we may 
have been suffering delusions about ourselves 
in the past; but I feel, having come into 
contact with other nations, that our people 
have fitness and imagination. But I feel also 
that they want more training. I feel that 
the ability that they have could be put to 
much better use for themselyes and for thie 
country if they got a better training. It is 
our intention to give them a better training.”’ 

THE MOTOR BUSINESS. 

He thought, he said, that a considerable 
advance could be made in connection with 
the motor trade—the technical side, the look- 
ing after the cars. Their Society had given 
valuable evidence at the Technical Commis- 
sion, and the Commission had adopted some 
of their suggestions. The Goyernment had 
trained twenty teachers for technical schools, 
and they brought up other technical teachers 
and gave them a course of training. It was 
exceedingly difficult in dealing with a country 
to know whether it was going ahead or not. 
In modern timés it was inevitable that some 
businesses. must go down while others 
prospered. If money was not epent at present 
as it used to be, he suggested that there was 
still a large amount of money spent in the 
country. The number of motor cars was 
increasing year by year; and it was a reflex 
not only of people spending money, but of 
their ability to spend money. 

The best contribution that the Government 
had made to their trade was the improve- 
ment of the roads. (Hear, hear.) Now the 
increased cost of the roads was to a large 
extent borne by motor traffic. He knew 
that they met with a certain amount of 
criticism recently about a proposal of the 


Government. There were good roads at pre- 
sent in the Free State, sal they had to ask 
themselves: did they want these good roads 
to be continned? if they did, they must be 
paid for, They had beautiful scenery in this 
country, as beautifal as in any country in 
mrope, and it was undoubtedly a great source 
of revenue if it was fully developed. As re- 
gards the little proposal which the Govern- 


ment was making, it was purely for the one

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EXTENDED POWERS FOR 
HOWTH . COMMISSIONEH. 


——. 


APPLICATION FOR A £3,000 
IMPROVEMENTS LOAN. 


Mr. P. J. Meghen, Commissioner, sat in the 
Town Hall, Howth, yesterday, and transacted 
the business of the urban district. 

An order was received from the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health 
putting into force Parts II., III. and X. of 
the Public Health Amendment Act, 1907, in 
Howth area. Part 2 gives powers in connec- 
tion with streets and buildings, controls the 
erection of temporary buildings, and orders 
that plans must first be submitted and 
approved. Part 3 gives the sanitary authority 
power to insist on proper sanitary provision, 
and covers matters not previously pro- 
vided for. It also empowers provision 
for public lavatories. Part 10 gives the 
local authority power to provide bathing 
on and to grant licences for pleasure 

oats. 

The Commissioner expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the Minister’s action, as the further 
powers were much needed for improvement 
schemes in Howth. 

It was decided to ask the Minister to 
sanction a loan of £3,000 for 
works at bathing places, public 
lavatories, pier at Iréland’s Eye, and 
repair of sheds at the Royal Hotel. These 
necessary works, the Commissioner remarked, 
would tend to relieve unemployment, in the 
district. 

Dealing with the rate collector’s report, the 
Commissioner said that it was disgraceful 
that so much rates were still outstanding. 
He called on the rate collector to institute 
immediate proceedings against defaulters. 

The Bank of Ireland wrote, stating that 
they were prepared to give the proposed loan 
of £5,000 for a period of 10 years. 

A letter was read from Major Bryan 
Cooper, T.D., pointing out that in connection 
with the ge transporter bridge over the 

iffey the proposed bridge tax would 

we levied on Howth area and other 
County Dublin townships, as well as on the 
County Borough of the City of Dublin. 

The Commissioner said that it was most 
unfair that Howth should be included in the 
area of charge for a transporter bridge that 
nobody seemed to want, and agr to co- 
operate in any move to oppose the bill.

THE GOVERNMENT'S SECRET. 

Proposing the toast of “The Society of 
Irish Motar Traders, Limited,” Mr. David 
Barry, President, Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce, said Professor O’Sullivan had dis- 
closed a secret that night about the taxation 
that the Government was about to impose; 
but he did not say what that taxation would 
be imposed on—whether it would be on 
‘buses, motors, or lorries. He merely said 
that it was intended to ear-mark additional 
taxation so as to keep the roads in perfect 
condition. 

“I did hope that he would tell us that 
there is no intention of adding further taxa- 
tion to my private motor,”’ said Mr. Barry. 

He thought that no body of traders pre- 
sented their wares to the public in the same 
sensible way that the motor traders did. 
There was no part of the world more safe 
for motorists than Ireland, and there was no 
place where the foreign motorist would re- 
ceive a greater welcome or get more assist- 
ance from the trade than throughout the 
thirty-two counties. 

TRADE HARD HIT. 

Mr. A, F. Nolan, responding, said that 
unless the trade ot support from the 
Government he was afraid the trade could not 
carry on. ‘‘ They hit us very hard more than 
once, and I would go so far as to say that it 
ie in their minds to hit us a bit further.”’ 
said Mr. Nolan. Of course, they could kill 
the goose that laid the golden egg, and if 
they pursued that policy it was their own 
responsibility. 

Mr. J. J. Reddy, supporting, said that he 
wondered if the amount of money sunk in 
- trade and the amount of employment 
that it gave were known. Reference had 
been made as to how the motor trade dressed 
its windows. He would like to see the 
agricultural industry in the country dress its 
windows and push its business better than 
the motor trade. It would be better for the 
motor trade. If the agricultural industry did 
this he thought that the motor trade would 
not be behind in helping it for the good of 
the country. 

“NO FURTHER BURDENS.”’ 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield, proposing the toast 
of the guests, said that they specially wel- 
comed Professor O'Sullivan; he dia not know 
if they would be so glad to welcome Mr. 
Blythe in view of his recent pronouncements 
in reference to their business. (Laughter.) 
In view of the importance and magnitude of 
their industry, they were entitléd to ask the 
Government to pause, and consider before 
they put any fresh burden on an industry 
which meant so much to the country. What 
good was the beautiful scenery of Kerry, of 
which they were all so proud. unless visitors 
could get there, and they could not get there 
unless the motor trade took them there. No 
fresh burdens should be placed upon their 
industry. The question of taxation on "buses 
was one that affected the whole industry. 

Mr. P. F. Quinlan, supporting, said that 
he thought the Government should bear 
im mind that the time had come when the 
motor trade of the Free State should be re- 
cognised in a fashion similar to the dental 
and medical professions. The motor trade 
was an important asset to the community 
and to the life of the country, and the time 
had come when it should be necessary for 
the motor trade of Ireland to have the same 
qualifications that may fit it for the trials 
and troubles incidental to the busitiess. The 
The greatest expense on motors was due to 
the neglect of the owners.

& with the editor of the Farmer and 
Steckbreeder, and asked you to cover with a 
like sum, the loser to agree to the winning 
stake being forwarded to a suitable charity. 

Now you suggest I cannot have a very ex- 
tensive knowledge of the nature of the disease 
and you thereupon endeavour te theorise on 
possibilities, finally adding one line of sup- 
posed comfort ‘‘that it is by no means a 
difficult disease to cure.”’ 

I therefore feel it is useless my attempting 
to bring you to a state of mind which should 
prompt you to play the game and not in- 
sinuate in an imaginary manner, thereby 
casting direct reflections without even an 
atom of foundation. As for your cure, please 
leave this question to the ‘‘ men of science ” 
whose lives’ work is being devoted to finding 
a remedy and who, up to the present, are 
unable to give that “ ray of hope ” which all 
breeders of stock would so earnestly welcome. 

Having regard to the thousands of cattle 
that are shipped each week from Irish ports, 
and their rigid individual hoof and mouth 
examination by competent Government 
veterinary inspectors on each side of the 
Channel, it is idle to suggest that by any 
stretch of imagination foot-and-mouth disease 
could exist in any, shape or form; and the 
Royal Dublin Society is very proud of the 
fact that the Department of Agriculture for 
the Irish Free State and the Ministry of 
Agriculture for Northern Ireland work in the 
closest co-operation in taking every pre- 
caution. 

In conclusiop, I am reluctantly compelled 
to treat your original bravado statement and 
your subsequent letters as the expressions of 
one who does not sufficiently realise what de- 
plorable damage can accrue to this. country’s 
vital industry by flippant, ill-timéed expres: 
sions, which are untrue.and unwarrantable.—

BRITISH RAILWAYS HEAVY. 


Interest continued on a quiet scale in the 
London Stock Markets as a whole yesterday, 
the approach of the Christmas holidays and 
the heavy fluctuations in Wall Street exercis- 
ing a restricting influence on dealings. On 
the other hand, the more optimistic feeling 
resulting from the latest bulletins regarding 
the King’s health was reflected in some 
directions, and, as a consequence, markets 
at the close presented an irregular appear- 
ance.

Kathleen tener, uo fed been remanded 
on a charge of obtaining goods by false 
pretences, was again in Court. 

Mr. Elvery, Nassaa street, Dublin, stated 
that on December 6th last the accused 
woman entered his shop and asked for some 
golf shoes. Having stated that she was not 
sure of the size, she said she would have 
to telephone her son, and subsequently re- 
turned to make a selection. The price of 
the shoes was 35s. She also obtained four 

f balls, valued at 6s., and a pair of fur- 

cked motor gloves, valued at 3s. 6d. 
She said that they were to be charged up 
to Dy. H. B. Stoney, Abbeyleix, onl gave 
the impression that she was Dr. Stoney’s 
wife. he invoice was sent to Dr. Stoney, 
and, as the result of a letter from his soli- 
citors, the case was put into the hands of 
the police. In fact, witness was about to 
ring up the Detective Office when Detective 
Sergeant Stephen Lynch walked into his 
shop. 

Evidence was given of the pawning by 
the accused woman of the gloves for 10s. 
and the shoes and golf balls for 12s. 6d. 

Mr. Thomas Dixon, of Messrs. Dixon and 
Hempenstall, stated that on November 29th 
last the defendant told him that she wanted 
a pair of binoculars for her husband, Dr. 
H. B. Stoney, Abbeyleix. She selected a 
pair, valued at £8 4s., and took them with 
her. The invoice was sent to Dr. Stoney, 
whose solicitor replied. Witness identified 
the binoculars (produced). 

A pawnbroker's assistant identified the 
prisoner as the woman who had pawned 
the field glasses, with other articles, for 
£4. 


A representative of Mr. William Stokes, 
Westmoreland street, Dublin, stated that on 
November 30th last the woman selected a 
gold watch, valued at £13 15s., and stating 
that she was the wife of Dr. Stoney, took 
the invoice with her. She afterwards pawned 
the watch for £4. 

Sergeant Stephen Lynch said that the 
defendant, when charged and cautioned that 
morning, said: “ In pleading guilty to all 
the charges mentioned, I wish to say I bave 
had no authority to use Dr. Stoney’s name.”’ 

She was remanded in custody until 
Monday.

OFFICIALS “ HELD UP ”’ 
POINT OF REVOLVER. 


James: Lee, a young man, of 6 Kimmage 
Cottages, was returned for trial on bail of 
£50 on a charge by Superintendent Ennis 
of escaping from Mountjoy Prison on Novem- 
ber 27th, 1925, while he was awaiting trial. 

Warder P. Carey, of Mountjoy Prison, 
said that on the night in question he was 
in the clerk’s office, with three other officials, 
between 7 and 8 o'clock, when four men 
entered the office. One of them was dressed 
in the uniform of a Civic Guard, the others 
being in plain clothes. The officials and 
witness ~were held up at the point of the 
revolver. They were told to keep quiet, and 
three of the men left the office, leaving one 
in charge. After some time witness and 
the other officials were marched down to an 
office at the front gate of the prison. While 
they were there witness heard some hurried 
steps passing towards the gates, and later 
on the men passed through the gates. When 
the prisoners were ‘‘ checked’ afterwards, 
Lee was among those who had been released 


by the men.

RETURNED FOR TRIAL, 


The coloured man who has passed under 
the name of Dr. Mahara, with other aliases, 
was put forward on remand by Inspector 
Richard O’Connell ov charges of pretending 
to tell fortunes and being guilty of other 
breaches of the law, at a house in Pearse 
street, Dublin. He was returned for trial. 

Mr. Bewley (instructed by Mr. Clarke, 
Chief State Solicitor’s Office) appeared for the 
prosecutiou. 

Mrs. O'Neill, a police woman, deposed to visit. 
ing the accused man’s address on last Sunday 
night and having a conversation with him on 
phrenology, palmistry, and finally on a medical 
matger. The accused man agreed to treat 
witness and asked her to deposit the sum of 
£1, as his drugs which he had just received 
from England were very expensive. Prisoner 
said that the complete treatment would cost 
£3 ós., and told her to call on the following 
night. She did so and had another interview 
with the accused man, who said that she 
would notice the|results of his treatment in 
a month. He gave her some back pills and 
further instructions, and made her sign a 
document (produced), Witness gave a false 
name and address and was assured by the 
defendant that no one would know anything 
about her visit or the treatment he had 
directed. She paid him a further sum of 
£2 2s. and was told that if she wanted a 
further course it would cost £2 2s. When 
told that this was rather expensive he said 
that he had been up till midnight making 
the pills. 


POLICE WOMAN'S EVIDENCE. 
Mrs. Long, another police woman, said that 
she went to the ‘address of the defendant 
on December lst last. She was accompanied 
by Mrs. Norton, a colleague, and was taken 
into the parlour, while her companion was 
left in the hall. The accused man examined 
her and said that she was suffering from a 
little palpitation, which he could cure by 
means of drugs. He spoke of other women 
who were attending him and told her that he 
would read her palm for 2s. 6d, She paid 
the money and was told that she would be 
very successful next year. He added that 
she was good-natured and good-hearted and 
would think over things and not do them. 
He told her that she would be married again 
and gave her two medical prescriptions for 
which she paid 12s, 6d. 

At this point the Justice said that he pro- 
posed sending the case for trial. 

The accused man then produced a book— 
“Law for the Million’’—and declared that 
palmistry was not an indictable offence. 

The Justice—You seem to know the ropes 
well, but I do not propose to divide the case. 
The defendant then cross-examined witness 
and declared that what she had told was a 
concoction. 

Mrs. Norton, who was with the last 
witness, said that she had had her hand read 
for 2s. 6d. and was told that she would 
live till she was cightv-seven years. Her 
lucky days were Tuesday and Wednesday and 
there were two marriages before her. She 
was a lovely woman, and, like a piece of good 
cloth, she would never wear out. (Laughter.) 
There was a tall, fair man in her hand and 
she would be very lucky. He asked her if 
her name was Kathleen and she replied: 
“ Kathleen Mavourneen.’’ Later she told him 
her name was Shiela and he said it was a 
beautiful Irish name, 

Mrs. "Watters, another police woman, said 
that the accused man read her hand and told 
her that she was in love with a married man 
who worked for the Government. He advised 
her to have a change of air and go to Bourne. 
mouth. He suggested giving her some medical 
hints. 

The Justice sent the accused man for trial, 
as stated,

CHARITIES,

An Selon in the smarter | estaie of 
Julius Ostersetzer, late of “ Windermere,”’ 
Gilford road, Sandymount, Dublin, between 
David Drimmie. insurance manager, of Col. 
lege Green, Dublin, plaintiff, and Madame 
Elsie Fréhlich, of I Hutteldorfeestrasse 
88, Vienna, Austria, defendant, came before 
the Court on further consideration of two 
certificates of the Examiner. 

Mr. Rosenthal, K.C., who, with Mr. John 
Bartley (instructed by Mr. E. W. Harris), 
appeared for the plaintiff, said that the 
action had been brought for the administra- 
tion of the personal estate of Julius Oster- 
setzer, deceased. The plaintiff was the sole 
executor, and the defendant was one of the 
residuary legatees, and was, by order, the 
representative of the whole class of residuary 
legatees. By his will the testator gave cer- 
tain specific bequests. He bequeathed to the 
trustees of the Jewish Burial Ground, Buda- 
pest, £150, to be invested, the interest to be 
applied in maintaining and keeping in order 
the gravestone of his parents, as well as that 
of his brother, Ludwig, the latter having died 
in 1907. Then he gave a number of charitable 
bequests. He gave and bequeathed to the 
Wilson family, with whom he had resided, 
all his. persona] belongings, with the excep- 
tion of his mother’s uan (in his saíe at 
“ Windermere’), this to be sent to his 
cousin, Mrs, Elsie Frohlich, of Wienstrasse, 
26, Vienna. 

It was only on the condition of his brother 
Josef’s death, properly certified, that he 
bequeathed the residue of his estate as he 
then set out in his will. Counsel said that 
the brother Josef’s death had been certified, 
and the testator bequeathed the residue of 
his estate, after paying certain legacies, in 
two moities—the first to be divided amongst 
the children’ of the testator’s father’s 
brothers, and the second to the cliildren of 
his mother’s two step-sisters. The plaintiff 
had been advised that it would be necessary 
to have the decision of the Court as to the 
following matters:—Whether the bequest to 
the Jewish Burial Society (Chevra Kadusha) 
was a valid bequest, and, if so, what was 
the amount of the bequest; whether the 
bequest to the Wilson family was a valid 
bequest, and, if so, what was the amount of 
the bequest. 

The action, said counsel, came before the 
late Master of the Rolls, Mr. Charles O’Con- 
nor, in July, 1921, and he refused to deal 
with it on the grounds that the administrator 
of Austrian property might have a charge 
against the assets, the testator being 
an Austrian, ‘and he «djourned it. An action 
was then brought against the administrator 
of Austrian property, seeking a declaration 
hat the testator, at the date of his death was 
not 4 national Austrian enemy within ‘the 
meaning of the Tréaty of Peace with Austria, 
and that his property rights and interest were 
not subject to charge under the Treaty of 
Peace. The question was whether, under the 
Treaty of Peace the testator had lost his 
Austrian nationality and become a Pole, as 
Galicia, where he was born, was, by the 
Treaty of Peace, handed over to Poland. 
They settled with the administrator of 
Austrian property, however, for £2,500, which 
was paid to him. The Austrian Government 
having made no claim on this money, the 
question which was open here now was 
whether the Austrian Government should 
hand this £2,500 over and pay it into Court 
here, or distribute it themselves amongst the 
residuarvy Jegatees, most of whom were 
scattered over Europe. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who. with Mr. 
Tobias (instructed by Messrs. Franks and 
Quiton), appeared for the defendant, repre- 
senting the whole of the residuary estate, 
raid that he did not think that his lordship 
was concerned at al] with this sum of £2,500. 
It had been covered by the settlement in the 
action and taken into consideration in the 
Registrar’s certificate. If it did arise it would 
arise on liberty to apply 

Mr. Rosenthal said that an inquiry had 
heen directed as to who were the persons 
entitled under these bequests, and the 
Examiner, in his first certificate. had found 
who these persons were. The Examiner had 
found that ten persons were entitled to the 
first moiety—ten children of the testator’s 
father's brother, each entitled to one-tenth; 
and four persons were entitled to the second 
moiety. 

Counsel referred to the second certificate 
of the Examiner, which showed that the 
plaintiff had received personal estate to the 
amount of £9,661 Os. ld., and had paid, or 
was entitled to be allowed thereoi, sums to 
the amount of £9,557 15s. 4d., leaving a 
balance due by him of £523 4s. Od. on that 
account. Counsel] went through the various 
items under consideyation, and asked for 
certain directions. 

Mr. Justice Johnston directed that the 
eash balance of £323 4s. 9d. in the hands cl 
the plaintiff on foot of the account of 
personal estate be lodged in Court; thaí 
£1,411 5s. 3d. Five per cent. War Loan 
Stock, £600 Four per cent. Founding Loan, 
£200 Five per cent. National War Bonds, 
and £1,840 Ys. Sd. Irish Free State National 
Loan Stock, all standing to the credit of the 
action, be sold. He made ro order as to 
£107 13s. 10d. standing to the credit of the 
action. He directed that 1,407 shares of 2s. 
each jully-paid in the London Asiatic Rubber 
and Produce Co., Lid.; £100 Five per cent 
Debenture Stock of United Alkali Ltd., and 
12 Seven” per cent. Cumulative Preference 
shares in Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. 
be sold; and that the executors should apply 
to the liquidator for any dividends that 
might come from 13 “A' Prefetence shares 
of £5 each fully-paid in J. H. Hunter and 
Co, Ltd., now in liquidation, 25 shares of 
£1 each fully-paid in the Spanish and 
General Corporation Ltd.; and 8 ordinary 
shares of £5 each fullv-paid in J. H. Hunter 
and Co., Ltd.. now in liquidation. He 
directed that the 19s. 10d. balance of un- 
cashed dividends on stocks and shares 
received down to the 18th June, 1927, by the 
plaintiff be lodged in Court; and that the 
cums paid on account of their respective 
distributive shares of the moiety of the 
testator’s residuary estate bequeathed to the 
children of the testator’s father’s brothers 
be paid in and regarded as part of the 
estate, and «credit given. 

Amongst the bequests left by the deceased 
Julius Ostersetzer were those of £100 to the 
Dublin Hebrew Congregation, Adelaide road ; 
£200 to the Masonic Victoria Jubilee 
Annuity Fund; £100 to the Masonic Girls’ 
School; £100 to the Masonic Boys’ School, 
and £100 to Baggot Street Hospital, Dublin. 
Mr. George O'Connor (instructed by Mr. 
J. W. Davis) appeared for the trustees of 
the Jewish Burial Society, Budapest; and 
Mr. Charles Murphy (instructed by Mr. John- 
ston) for the Jewish Burial Society, Dublin.

GREAT SOUTHERN RAILWAY 
APPEAL. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

In the matter of the Railways Act, 1924, 
Section 28, and the revenue to be obtained 
by the Great Southern and Western Rail- 
ways Company from proposed standard 
charges iv the first year in which standard 
charges shall be in operation, the hearing 
was resumed of the appeal by the Great 
Southern Railways gompany from the find- 
ings of the Railway"Tribunal on the subject. 

The order from which the appeal has been 
brought is dated April 30th, 1928, and was 
made in respect of certain questions sub- 
mitted for the Tribunal’s decision—except so 
much thereof as declares in answer to ques- 
tion 1 that it is not correct for the company 
to employ the method of charge stated in 
the question in estimating the revenue to be 
obtained from proposed standard chatges in 
“A” year, and so much as declares in 
answer to the first part of question 2 that 
the company's estimate of the quanta of 
passenger train traffic is sufficiently high; 
and except so much thereof as ordefs the 
company to furnish an amended estimate of 
the revenue to be obtained in “A ” year, 
corrected on the basis that the statutory 
method of charge for the fractions of a mile 
is employed. 

The appellant company seek to have the 
Railway Tribunal Order (except as men- 
tioned) now discharged, and an order made 
in lieu thereof as follows :— 

(1) Answering so much of question 2 
as refers to goods, minerals, and live stock, 
as follows)—Tbat the company’s estimate of 
the quanta of goods, minerals, and live stock 
is sufficiently high. (2) (Answering question 
3 as follows)—(3a) ‘Standard charges shall 
be the sole charges which the company may 
make for all services in respect of which 
charges are fixed, but shall not be made in 
respect of goods carried at exceptional! fares. 
(3) (Answering question 3 (b) as. fol- 
lows)--That the company, in - estimating 
the revenue for “A ” year from classes 
in which all or nearly all merchandise 1s 
now being carried at exceptional rates, 1s 
entitled to «ssume that such merchandise 
shall not be carried at standard rates, but at 
exceptional rates, in ‘‘A’’ year; (4) for a 
declaration that standard charges need not 
apply to a reasonable proportion or to any of 
the merchandise to be conveyed in each class; 
(5) discharging so much of the order as orders 
the company to furnish an amended estimate 
of the revenue to be obtained in ‘‘A’”’ year 
(a) calculated on quania of traffic representing, 
as regards goods and minerals, an average 
increase of not less than six per cent., and, 
as regards live stock, an increase ol not less 
than seven per cent. over the quanta of these 
traffics in the year 1927, and ib) corrected on 
the basis that standard charges shall apply 
to a reasonable proportion of the merchandise 
to be conveyed in every class and under every 
schedule of charges. 

The grounds of the appeal are that the 
order of the Railway Tribunal appealed from 
is contrary to the provisions of the Railways 
Act, 1924. 

The Tribunal answered the questions sub- 
mitted for decision as follows +~—(1) That it is 
not correct for the company to employ the 
method of charge stated in the question in 
estimating the revenue to be obtained from 
proposed standard charges in ‘‘A’’ year; (2) 
that the company’s estimate of the quanta 
of passenger train traffic ig sufficiently high. 
and that the company’s estimate of the 
quanta of goods, mineral and live stock is 
uot sufficiently high, and should, as regards 
goods and minerals, represent an average in- 
crease Of not less than six per cent., and, as 
regards live stock, an increase of not less 
than seven per cent. over the quanta “of 


these traffics in the year 1927; (3) (a) that 


standard charges, when fixed by the Railway 
(ribunal, shell be the actual] charges which 
the company shall be entitled to make. except 


as provided by the Act; (b) that the basis 
stated is not correct, and that standard 
charges’ should apply to a reasonable pro- 
portion of the evra diss to be conveyed in 
every class and under schedule of 
charges. 

The Tribunal accordingly ordered the com- 
pany to furnish an amended estimate of the 
revenue to be obiained in ‘‘A” year :—(a) 
Corrected on the basis that the  statutorv 
method, of charge for fractions of a mile is 
employed; (b) calculated on a quanta of 
traffic representing, as regards goods and 
minerals, an average increase of not Jess than 
six per cent., and, as regards live stock, an 
increase of not less than seven per cent. over 
the quanta of these traffics in the year 1927. 
and corrected on the basis that standard 
charges shall apply to a reasonable proportion 
of the merchandise to be conveyed in every 
class and under every schedule of charges. 
Mr. Phelps, K.C., Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
and Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. John 
J. McDonald), appeared for the G.S. Rail- 
ways Ce,, appellants; Mr. Bewley, K.C., and 
Mr. M. J. Rvan (instrueted by the Chief 
State Solicitor), for the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce; and Mr. Poole (instructed by 
Messrs. D. and T. Fitzgerald) for the Free 
State Traders’ Railway Committee, 
Concluding his opening statement for the 
appellant company, Mr. Phelps dealt  ex- 
haustively with the differcut questions in- 
volved in the case, which. he stated, was 
extremely important for all concerned. with 
railways.

SMART FINE IMPOSED ON 
DUBLIN MAN.

For having wilfnlig ‘* prevented, hindered 
end interrupted the free passage of a motor,” 
the property of John Kelly, Botanic road, 
Dublin, Patrick J. Lemhan, Prussia street, 
Dublin, was fined £10 and £5 5s. costs. 

Mr. Kelly, giving evidence, said that on 
July 15 last he overtook three motors near 
Naas, on his way from Tramore. He sounded 
the horn, and two of the motors allowed him 
to pass, but in trying to pass the third he 
was more or less forced to the grass edging 
of the road by the driver of the car.
